bu siness and resid ence phones, 
with 
prov ision for another 
like 
increase 
when the company shou ld hav e 800 
su bscribers within the city limits.

was thu s formed to concid e 
with the 
present rates of the company , 
and 
to keep them where they are. 
The 
Pacific company now- has 339 su bscrib­ 
ers within the city limits and its rates
